Then we must take the 
other side of the matter, which is neces- 
sitated by this McKtaley notion, and 
give up our sales in foreign markets, ex- 
cept to make up for the few ftee goods 
left us and for the dividends of the for- 
eign investors in America. 


If this shutting of onrselvee out from 


foreign markets is carried into effe<rt, 
who will be injured most by that? Let 
us examine our treasury repoti-again. 
Of the $814,000,000 of domestic merchan- 
dise exported last year, our fiarmeiB sold 
$599,507,055, and our 
mmufft<JtiUf«r» 


$1DO,184,940. Mining, foreft and fishery 
products making up .the remainder of 
some s>Lxty millions.

Now the difference between *•>• ex' 


ports of the farmers and those ot'tbe 
manufacturers is seen to be $449,8721,665. 


This means that our farmers have 


three times as much interest in preserv- 
ing the foreign market as the manufac- 
turers have. 


Are the farmers ready to see that mar- 


ket of theirs sacrificed to Maj. McKin- 
ley's whims and to his subservience to 
the manufacturers? 


Is is not a hollow mockery, too, for 


McKinley to call his tariff a farmer's 
tariff?

After MoKlaley Has Bottled Us fp—The 
Foreign Market More Valuable to the 
Farmer Than tbe Manufacturer. 
"What peculiar sanctity hangs about 


the foreign market?" asks Mr. McKinley. 
That is hia way of casting doubt on the 
fact that the foreign market is worth 
consideration at all by free born Ameri- 
cans, and of hinting covertly that the 
only thing that is necessary for us to do 
is to cut ourselves off from this foreign 
market and keep an American market 
all to ourselves. What else does he mean 
when he calls his bill an American bill; 
when he asserts with a needless display 
of ignorant, patriotic gush that his bill 
is not a European bill? 


The long and short of the matter is 


that ItcKinley looks upon foreign trade 
as harmful to the country and with "tke 
touch ot his unhallowed hand" he 
would throttle that trade. He is willing 
that we should sell in the foreign mar- 
ket, though we must understand at the 
aame time that no sanctity hangs about 
it; bat he is by no means willing that 
we should buy in that market at all; it 
baa too little sanctity hanging about it 
to admit of such a thought. 


But if the country should adopt Maj. 


McKlnley's views, and should decide to 
buy nothing at all in the foreign mar- 
ket, What then would be the result? If 
we cease to buy in those markets it must 
follow, as the night the day, that we 
ihall cease to sell there. Foreign com- 
merce is carried on by barter—goods are 
given for goods, and the balance only is 
made up in money. For example, our 
total eaporte last year were $814,287,961, 
and of this large sum only one dollar in 
every eighteen would have been sent to 
ua across the ocean, the other seventeen 
dollars being made up in goods shipped 
to us. In point of fact, however-, tills 
balance was not made up to us at all; 
bnt, on the contrary, we shipped more 
gold and silver coin and bullion abroad 
than we received back. The figures are 
as follows:

250,468.

They say that when 
w« sell more goods abroad than we buy, 
the balance of trade is in our favor, and 
money will flow into the country to 
make good that balance.

bat what do these figures from the treas- 
ury department *t Washington show? 


First, that our exports were greater 


by 959,720.631 than oar imports, which, 
according to tbe "well laid plan" of the 
protectionist*, ought to have come back 
to oi in money. 


But, secondly, the reports show that 


tbe gold and silver coin and bullion ex- 
ported was greater by $60,403,796 than 
that imports!

three good ones; May King, Brandoline and 
Orinoco.

First Heat—The three hordes were got 


away after six attempts.
